The ancient Gowing-Swain 


House, on Lowell Street will be torn down Saturday. The arsonist’s 
fire, last Easter Weekend, damaged the old building to the point where 
it is no lohger profitable to repair it. 


Another of Wilmington’s pre- 
Revolutionary War homes is to dis- 
appear this weekend, ifthe plans of 
the Jackson Brothers, present own 
ers, mature, 

If the present work of their bull 
dozer is compléted by 5pm Friday 
demolition of the ancient home will 
start at 8 am Saturday. 

The home dates prior to 1750 and 
was built by John Gowing, one of 
Wilmington’s earliest Selectmen, 
and an ancestor of many Wilming- 
ton families today. 

Rt was for many years the resi- 
dence of-Charles Swain, founder of 
the Wilmington Public Library, and 
it was to this home that returned 
after his ‘service inthe Union Army 
had been completed, during the 
Civil War. 

His three daughters, Caroline, 


Henrietta and Mary lived in the 
home for three quarters of a cen- 
tury, Caroline and Henrietta, be- 
tween them, served nearly one 
hundred years teaching the school 
children of Wilmington, and it is 
for those two ladies that the Swain 
School was named, 

‘The building is one ofthe few re- 
maining buildings in this part of 
Middlesex County to still have a 
‘shoemaker’s shop’, where the men 
of the family would cut leather, du- 
ring the winter, for shipping to shoe 
manufactories, Many Wilmington 
boys who enlisted in the Union Ar- 
my, in the Civil War, enlisted as 
‘shoemakers’ rather than farmers, 
although they spent more time in 
the latter occupation. 

‘The shoemaker’s shop can be 
seen at the left side of the photo 
above,

On Saturday afternoon, May 6, 
1967, the Board of Selectmen ap- 
pointed a new Town Manager, Mr. 
Sterling Morris of St. Albans, Vt. 
I voted ‘present’ on this appoint- 
ment, My vote on the appointment 
should not be considered as a re~ 
flection against Mr Morris. He has 
had experience and has the educa~ 
tional background to serve as a 
Town Manager. I welcome him to 
the community and will help him in 
any way I can to succeed inhis new 
position, This is the wish Iam sure 
of everybody in the community. 

I would Like to report to the towns 
people, however, that the Board of 
Selectmen INTERVIEWED ONLY 
TWO CANDIDATES for this posi- 
tion, although numerous applica~ 
tions were received, For three 
months a majority of the Board of 
Selectmen ignored the pressing 
need to recruit a Town Manager, 
‘The majority consistently refused 
either to discuss, interview or 
evaluate any applicants during Dec 
ember, January, February and the 
first week in March, 

After the election Mr Morris was 
invited for an interview although 
his application had been on hand 
since late December 1966, Some 
members of the Board had stated 
publicly that they had no desire to 
interview any of the early appli- 
cants, including Mr Morris, This 
attitude apparently changed as the 
date, May 15th, previously an- 
nounced by Mr Melzar for his de~ 
parture, came closer. 


There were other applicants who 
were also qualified who should be 
interviewed, I do not think the 
Board of Selectmen devoted much 
time, interest, effort or energy to 
finding a town manager, Iwould not 
be a party to a sudden, hurried de- 
cision in a matter of such great 
concern to Wilmington, That was 
the reason for my vote on May 6th, 

Both Mr Black and I also voted 
that the Town Manager’s salary 
should: be $12,400, plus $600 ex- 
penses, for a total of $13,000, 
This was the amount Mr Morris 
had indicated he would accept; and 
which represented a $3,000 in- 
crease over his present salary in 
St. Albans, A majority ofthe Board 
voted a salary of $14,000, plus 
$900 expenses, 

T have no objection to establish- 
ing a salary at the $14,000 level, 
but I could neither discern any rea~ 
son nor obtain any explanation as to 
why the Board of Selectmen should 
pay a thousand dollars per year 
more than the amount requested for 
a starting salary, plus an addition- 
al $900 for expenses, Ifthis salary

Without any disparagement of the man who is to 
become Wilmington’s Town Manager on May 29th, it 
must be remarked that the majority ofthe Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen acted like so many grasshoppers, 
in their work of choosing the new TM, 

Everyone remembers Aesop’s fable ofthe grass- 
hopper who sang while the ant worked. It wasn’t until 
the cold blasts of fall arrived that the grasshopper 
suddenly got down to the serious business of thinking. 

Wilmington’s Selectmen advertised for a Town 
Manager last December, shortly after the previous 
TM had left, There were anumber of applicants and 
at least some of them were potentially good men. 

A majority of the board sat on their hands for the 
next three months, and refused to evaluate, discuss, 
or interview. Some openly stated that they had no 
desire to interview any of the candidates, The atti- 
tund of the majority prevented the minority from 

Nothing happened until after the March elections, 
and then two, and two only, applicants were inter- 
viewed. Then the selectmen again crawled up onto 
their stalks of grass, 

Their attitude suddenly changed when Mr Melzar 
announced that he would be leaving as of May 15th. 
The cold blasts of fall could suddenly be felt. 

Hurriedly the selectmen started checking into the 
probability of hiring the man they deemed best, of the 
two they had- Interviewed. No other candidate had 
ever been considered, 

And when it appeared that Morris would accept 
some of the Selectmen, in the probable fear that he 
might change his mind, offeredhim $1000 ayear more 
than he was asking for. Mr Melzar would be leaving 
shortly, and the wind was cold, 

Morris is probably worth the money, for St. 
Albans offered to meet the salary offered in Wil- 
mington, 4 

But the majority of the Board of Selectmen can 
only consider themselves as being Fortunate Grass- 
hoppers. 


HOW TO THROW AWAY MONEY

The pipe, being underground, would soon be ‘for- 
gotten, except possibly for the exploratory fingers 
and minds of children playing in the neighborhood, 
In the period of a few years that pipeline would most 

‘ assuredly be plugged by the children, in one way or 
other, 
= The major problem is how to keep the water out 
of the cellars, Many Wilmington people know, from 
past experience, A householder either (a) prevents 
the water from getting into the cellar, or (b) pumps 
it out. 

Men who have served in the US Army will re- 
member being taught how to ‘trench’ pup-tents, while 
on field maneuvers. The ‘trench’ wasa shallow gul- 
ley, uphill from the tent, which diverted the rain 
water from flowing into the tent. 

In a similar way cellars can have rain water 
diverted; i.e, by a proper molding of the lawn, using 
the proper clay for the part that becomes the ‘trench’, 
Another way is to dig down outside, to a point lower 
than the foundations, and fill the bottom with small 
stones ‘peastones’, Then, protecting the stones so 
that dirt cannot get in, the trench is filled again, but 
only after a provision has been made to drain off the 
water collected, by an outside drain toa lower point, 

Both methods are fairly good andhave been used 
in many homes in Wilmington, But they don’t always

Mrs Neilson described one of 
the former library employees who 
had had a position which could be 
called assistant Mbrarian. The 
lady has a degree in library science 
and was being paid, on a part time 
basis, at $1.65 an hour, Finally 
she left and went to work as a 
part time librarian for the Wil- 
mington Public Schools, The sala~ 
ry she was now getting, Mrs Neil- 
Son said, was $4.00 an hour, 

This, she thought, was worthy of 
comment, She herself had been 
going down to the Iibrary on Sun- 
days to do secretarial work, and 
when ‘she found out that other 
boards had secretaries she put in 
@ request to the Town Manager for 
this, and it wasn’t allowed, 

The board now does have a se~ 
cretary who ts getting $2 an hour 
for secretarial services, and$1.50 
an hour for other part time work, 

Mrs Neilson also mentioned a- 
nother lady who has been working 
for some years in the library and 
is now full time, and is getting 
$2.05 an hodr, Librarian Copnors

volunteered that the lady was ‘the 
most important person at the pre-
